By means of a long 
pole thrust among the reeds at the bottom 
of the lake from the side of a boat, and 
turned round several times, a quantity of 
plants are turned off from the bottom, and 
carried im the boat to the platform, where 
the weeds are twisted inte conical mounds 
about two feet in diameter at their base, 
and of the same height, terminating at the 
top in a hollow, which is filled with fresh 
soft mud, and sometimes wood ashes. The 
farmer has in preparation a number of cu- 
eumber and melon plants, raised under 
mats, and of these, when they have four 
leaves, he places three plants in the basin 
of every cone or mound, of which a double 
row rans along the edge of every bed at 
about two feet distance from each other, 
No further care is necessary except that of 
collecting the fruit, and the expense of pre- 
paring the platforms and cones is very tri- 
fling, Mr. Moorcroft traversed about fitty

cumbers aud lemons, and saw not above a 
half dozen unhealthy plants; and he says 
he never saw in the cueumber and melon 
grounds, in the vicinity of populous cities in 
Europe or in Asia, so large an expanse of 
plautin @ state of equal health or luxuri- 
ance of growth. The general depth of the 
floating beds is about two feet, and some of 
them are seven feet broad. ‘The seasons 
last for three months and a half, beginning 
in June. From the first setting of the fruit 
to the time of pulling, seven or eight days 
are the Ordinary period. Thirty full-sized 
fruit from each plant, or from ninety to a 
hundred from each cone, are the average 
crops. The seed of the melon is brought 
annually from Baltistan, and the first year 
vields fruit of from four to ten pounds each 
in weight; but if the seed be re-sown, the 
produce of the second year exceeds not 
from two to thrée mrad” Unless when 


eaten to great excess the melon produces

In the spring, 
extensive operations were commenced and 
have been continued to the present time. 
Buildings were first erected in Natehez in 
the month of May last, and it has gradually 
increased until we now have several stores, 
public houses, &ce. The National Hotel, 
kept by Judge Myers, is doing a flourishing 
business. The Judge and his consort are 
well calculated to secure a liberal patron- 
age, by their pleasant deportment and at- 
tention to the wants of the travelling public. 
Two miles east is the pleasant town of Han- 
-sonville, grown to its present size in about 
‘nine month’s time. There is also another 
little town about two miles north of this, cal- 
| led Dicksburg, which has sprung into exist- 
ence within the past three months. The 
_two last towns have received their impetus 
‘principally from the gold bearing quartz 
veins in their immediate vicinity, which are 
said to be very good. Two quartz crushing 
‘machines are already in su¢cessful opera- 
ition ‘at Hansonville, one with twelve, and 
the other with eight stamps, and moved by 
‘water power. The quartz veins are very 
numerous in this region; and many of them 
have been prospected with satisfactory re- 
sults. A beautiful specimen of quartz and 
gold was found not long since, near Dicks- 
burg, weighing 5lbs., and said to be worth 
$650. A quartz machine isin process of 
election at Dicksburg, and also one at Nat- 
chez.
